THE COMMITTEE ON COMMERCE. 

The report of this committee was submitted by 
Hon. W. A. Huf. 

It is evident that to commerce in the Southern States 
impediments exists to a serious extent, limiting their 
operations and enhancing the cosis of products to 
the cousumer while the producer is in ne way bene- 
fitted. We are subjected to the necessity of doing 
business with other countries through the medium of 
Northern and Eastern ports and agents. The cotton 
product— $300,000, 000 per sanum—all pase through the 
handsof Northern operators, while the productions 
of other countries consumed here fied tber way to 
us through the same channel. The Western Sutes 
are similarly situated, having no outlet for their pro- 
duct ons or iniets for their consumption, except 
through Northern and Eastern ports, That we have 
the necessary porta in the South convenlent:y alius:ed 
with all the natural advantages required, 

We mas! depend upon our own efforts for success, 
and we can Only succeed as the facilities we offer are 
at leaat (qual, if not superior, to those at present in 
operation. 

The Committee urgs that the enterprise inaugerat- 
ed dy the railroads aud Chamber of Commerce of Sa- 
vannah be liberally sustained by the commercial 
interests of the whole country. ; 

The Committee recommend that two commissioners | 
be appointed to proceed to Europe in connection 
with Col. Tift, ome as the representative of the com · 
mercial and the other of the agricultural interests of 
the country, their expenses to be pail by those in 
tereste,

THE CHISOLM MURDER CASE. 


Second Day. 
Kvi¢enee for the State and Defense. 


The trial cf Gaines Chisolm for muider, consumed 
the whole session of the Saperior Court again cn 
yosterday. The room was filled during nearly the 
whole day with spectators, We notice that the de- 
fendant, in addition to the counsel a ready pablished, 
was Sttended by Hon. B. H. Hill, while the State has 
eesociated with them Hon, Henry W. Hilliard. The 
examination was conducted by the Solicitor General 
for the State, and by General L. J. Gartrell for the 
defense, 

Mr. John T. Hall was sworn, and testified, as he 
did upoa the prelimivary t:ial, to his hearing the shot 
while in Mr. Maddox’s store, chat he ran down Wall 
street towards the southeast corner of the Kimball 
House. He also testified to having met the defend- 
ant; bis admission relative to the shooting and his 
condition. 

Jordan Love was sworn,and testified to his being 
near the Wall street entrance of the Kimball House; 
his seeing the prisoner fire, and to Brazalton’s run-

Dr. J. J. Kaott was sworn, who testified to making 
@ port mortem examination upon Bedell’s body; the 
nature of the wound, and the fact that it caused his 
death. He also testified to dressing bruises upon the 
defendant’s face and head, We have not thought it 
necessary to insert again the evidence of these wit- 
nesees, as it wae all published in fall in Tux ConatTi- 
TUTION at the tims of the preliminary trial.

The defense introduced the following testimony. 
Where it is new we give it fully: 

Minton Wright sworn : 

Kaew defendent and Bedell; saw part of diffloulty 
oa 19.h of Febraary; witness was stirting home; saw 
tumult on sidewalk near Turf Exchange; saw father 
and Col. D. P. Hill between Cnikehoim and Bedell: 
heard Bedell say, in a taunting tone, Tou are a 
fighter, are you?’ heard Chisholm say, “I am when 
Tam fixed; Iam not fixed now; for God’s sake, let 
me alone;’’ saw policeman Haynes come up; saw Be. 
dell strike Ohisholm when he was in the custody ef 
Haynes; Ohisholm was very bloody; witness saw no 
pistel or other weapon upan Chisholm; search was 
made for one by Mr. Joha Kimbro after difficalty; 
witness saw Bedell in doorway of No. 11 Decatar 
street; Bedell asked witmess if he had a pistol; wit- 
ness said no, put offered to get one; Bedell said ‘‘No, 
I can whip any God damned man in the world, but I 
want a shoigun;’’ as witness started to leave Brasel - 
ton came up and told Budell he must arrest him, bat 
he (Braz:lton) would go on his bond; Bedell said 
„All right,” and reached back of the door where he 
was standing and picked np a pistol; it waa a bright, 
shining pistol, and looked agif it was silver-mount 
ed; Beé.ll gave the p‘siol to Brazelton, who put it in 
his overcoat pocket; Bedell then got on the side of 
Brazelton that the pistol was, and the two passed 
around the Kimbali House and disappeared; witnees 
thinks he has geen the pistol since in the cus‘ody of 
an officer. 

Oross-examincd—Witness made an affidavit im this 
cree before Judge Oo wart; was not examined ia the 
committing trial; was not present at that tei: wit 
nees’ father is one of the attorneys for the de- 
fence, but the witness has not assisted 
him in the case; witness does mot know where Bedell 
got pistol he gave Braselton.

This 
was some 30 feet from the corner. Heard defendant 
say several times I have killed him. [gas com- 
pelled to do it. He came near ki lingme.” “Witness 
passed by hurriedly. His reco.jieciion ts that Chis- 
olm had highest cf. Hid not notice any blood. 

Dr. Blackburn, editor, of Barnesville, aworc—Lives 
at Bernesville, Pike county, Ga. Is editcr of the 
newspaper, the Barnesville Patriot. Knows beth 
Bedell and Obisolm. Was im Atlante the day Bedell 
was shot. Saw Bedell before he was shot and after he 
he had been shot. Two weeks before that witness 
had berrowed $10 from Bedell, and he was hunting 
him toretarn it. Walle talking with Bedell eme one 
witness does not know came up ant said, “ Chieolm 
says you bave made a good haul and it is a good 
time to get your money“ Bedell repliedthat he 
‘‘would not be mixed up in that.“ Bedell seemed to 
be exasperated. Witness alluded to Bedell in very 
comp imestary terms, and said he loved him like 
brother. 

Cross-examined—Witness did not mention this

knew Bedell before he, witness, moved here; met him 
personaly, first in 1870; thinks it was at his room, 
No. 11; witness was not doing saything in there; 
nothing was being done in the room; witness does 

not know what he went there for. He was asked 
whether he ever gambled there, and objected to an- 
swericg. Bedell was standing in the Turf Exchange 
when witness came along; he was in the hall door; 
no one else was there; witness can’s tell how the 
conversation between himself and Bedell introduced 
Chisolm’s name; Chisolm was the only man he heard 
nedell say he Intended to kill; witmess stated this 
occurrence to Jadge Wright a few days ago at his 
Office; he told the Judge he would make a good witness; 
witness went to Wright’s cflice with a young man 
who isa street car driver, and who wanted to em- 
ploy him. 

Mr John Bard, sworn— Knew Penn Bedel); knew him 
four months, Was slightly scquainted with Chisolm. 
(Here witness was shown pistol.) Witness said that 
this pistol was his. Bedell borrowed it from him 
after the difficalty at the Turf Exchange. When he 
borrowed it Bell was standing in front of his room 
on Decatur street. Bedeil showed witness his hand 
and told him he had sent Blalock after a shot gan, 
which he was unable to get. Bedell said he wanted 


he intended to finish him.“ 
CBOséE XAMISED,. 


The pistol isin the same condition now as it was 
when Bedell borrowed it. (Witness here stated where 
he bought it, price, etc.) Bedell borrowed it about an 
hour be‘ore theshooting. When he gave Bedell the 
pistolhe sawapoiucemanin Decatur street with a 
light, hunting something. Witness helped to carry 
Bedell to his room after he was shot. Did not hear 
him speak. Bedell then had no pistol. The party 
carrying Bedell had got to the telegraph office when 
witners joined them. He remiined in Dedell's room 
untu his death. 

William Blalock, sworn—The ev.donca of this wit- 
moss was about B<dell's sending him for a shot gun, 
andthe conversation between them atibe time.
